whelmed by it. You will be surprised 
ryhen I tell you my first surprise. It doesn’t 
eem to have as many people in it as I had 
nxpected ! 

I had heard and read so much about the 
our hundred millions of China that I expected 
traveling through China would be something 
ike going over 
o Brooklyn ina 
rush hour. If 
thought that I

1appens to be. I am greatly disappointed. I 
~ide for hours from Peking to Tien Tsin, for 
ours to Tsinan-fu and Tiau-fu, for a night and 
a day to Pukow on the Tien Tsin-Pukow rail- 
road and see nothing but immense, far-stretch- 
ting lands like the great uplands of Colorado 
nor Nebraska. Not far away to the west the 
Grand Canal is occasionally visible, leisurely 
busy with its square-sailed junks. Even on 
the Yangtse, the mighty river, the scale is so 
wast that one journeys day after day, up to the 
heart of things at Hankow and its twin city 


JWu Chang, and back down stream to Shang- 


‘hai, with the impression left on the mind of

and not overwhelmingly of people. As you

syourself asking, at least I did, “ Where are

hundred walled cities in China, and this is 
another of the surprises, and a commentary 
on the civilization and history of the peo- 
ple. I believe there is nowhere else in the 
world such a concentration of the population 
in the cities. Our modern urban movements 
are an old, old story to this land. The peo- 
ple do not live on the land. The little home- 
steads that give 
life and atmos- 
phere to so many 
other countries 
are lacking 
here. The fields, 
where culti- 
Vir taesd pa atee 
worked from 
the cities, as is 
growingly the 
custom in our 
own western 
country. I do 
not mean there 
are no excep- 
tions. Of course 
there are, and 
many of them; 
but the other is 
the great out- 
standing and surprising fact. Even when you 
are within the walls of the cities you are sur- 
prised at the unoccupied areas. Nanking the 
proud city of Central China in the very heart 
of which are housed the various mission 
schools and colleges assembled now in the fine 
educational movement, Nanking University, 
is a city of magnificent distances and large, 
open spaces that could house double and treble 
its present population. It has within its — 
boundaries the utterly devastated and ruined 
Tartar City—overthrown and waste as if smit- 
ten by some Old Testament prophetic visita- 
tion, and open fields where many houses might 
be erected to house additional thousands.

But speaking of surprises—when you enter 
the walled cities and try to thread your way 
where the people are, then you simply cannot | 
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comprehend how so many people can live so 
close together. A sardine box looks empty 
to a Chinese city street. We are in our ’rik-

shaws, going out to. Dr. Johnson’s hospital 
and the Presbyterian schools at Tsinan-fu, 
which is just outside the East Gate. And 
such a procession of wheelbarrows, laden with 
men and women and children and household 
goods and merchandise and garden truck and 
everything you canthink of! You have not 
the remotest idea of what one Chinese wheel- 
barrow can carry. A New York moving 
van would die of envy if it were to see the 


wheel-barrow load, which seems to carry not~ 


only all the household goods but 
the family as well; I have lost 
the connection of my sentence— 
well no wonder. It is the best 
way to give you some impression 
of this living, creaking mass which 
moves about as rapidly as a gla- 
cier. You have almost made up 
your mind to turn back. But you 
can’t turn, and there are just as 
many going the other way. So 
you give yourself up to looking at 
all the people crushed in beside 
you and commenting on their 
queer costumes and manners. 
They are poking each other’s ribs 
and commenting on yours. Each 
cross-street that opens is just the 
same, a solid mass of humanity. 
All about you are the open shops, 
butcher shops where every frag- 
ment of the creature, whatever he 
may be, and his internals is ar- 
ranged for sale; savory cook shops that tempt 
you to experiment with your own internal 
_ mysteries; all manner of shops for clothing, 
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from glowing silk mandarin coats heavy with 
gorgeous embroidery, to little shops of little 
shoes—for whoever thinks the Chinese woman 
has given up her little shoes is 
dreaming; a hopeful dream, may 
be, but itis a dream; basket shops; 
fuel shops; candle shops; silver 
shops; brass shops; fire-cracker 
shops. Oh, the shops of the Chi: 
nese streets, with their pendant 
signs in bright colors—Hopkinsoa 
Smith could have made you see 
them—would that I could! : 
We are still in the crowd in the 
streets of Tsinan-fu, but you might 
be in Nanking, on your way to th 
South Gate, only the wheel bar 
rows would not be there; yo 
might be in the bazaars of Han 
kow, only you would be afoot; it 
is too crowded even for ’rikshaws; 
you might be in Kiukiang, only you 
would be in chairs borne on the 
shoulders of coolies. But every- 
where you are in a mass, a moving mass, a 
busy mass of people occupied in their own af- 
fairs, not specially interested in yours—nei- 
ther courteous nor discourteous, on the whole 
making you think more of Americans than 
any of the other people of the Far East. |

*t he needs it more than he needs anything 
ge, except the soul-inspiring revelation of 
se Person of Jesus Christ. The primary and 
-ammar school is the outstanding need of 
hina. The old system has gone. I looked 
own on the crumbling roofs and walls of the 
-eat examination halls of Nanking, but noth- 
gis taking their place, absolutely nothing, 
st the great masses of China. One quarter 
> one per cent is the total of the boys and 
irls enjoying school privileges, where 
pan has eighty-six per cent of its boys and 
ghty-five per cent of its girls in school. 
hat must be the relative efficiency of the 
o nations in the next generation ? 
And China needs that sense of nationality, 
e love for the flag, that is deep in the heart 
every American. But this will come. A 
w spirit of nationality is dawning, I am told 
y careful observers wherever I go. 
I have visited the fine new properties and 
een the superb acreage just outside the walls 


ri 
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of Tsinan-fu for the new Union University for 
this capital city of Shantung, the province of 
Confucius, and been really amazed at a mis- 
sionary museum set up there by a Rev. Mr. 
Whitewright, an English Baptist, 
the most ingenious missionary in- 
vention I have ever seen, in which 
thousands every year are shown 
the influence of Christianity on the 
physical and social and national life 
of the world by charts and models 
and lectures, and yet all alive 
with a direct personal evangelism. 
It ought to be imitated in a thou- 
sand cities. He has one entire 
room given over to the Bible and 
its versions and their central serv- 
ice in the world’s spiritual educa- 
tion—which shows his sense of pro- 
portion. 

I have climbed the sacred moun- 
tain at Tian-fu—the oldest continu- 
ous abode of worship in the world. 
I have stood by the grave of Con- 
fucius, in a quiet forest grove away 
from all crowds, near the city 
where he was born. Our colpor- 
teurs are at work in Tsinan-fu and Tian-fu, 
where the pilgrims go up the mountain, and 
at Chefu, the city of Confucius. I have met 
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our sub-Agent, Mr. G. Hirst, at Hankow 
where if I am rightly informed we were first 
to have a sub-Agency, but where with a due 
comprehension of the future of this great cen- 
ter the British and Foreign Bible Society has 
established a most attractive home. Our head- 
quarters should be properly housed in this in- 
land New York of China. It issometimes called 
the Chicago of China, but, situated as itis on 
the shores of the Yangtse andthe Han, its whole 
location, save that it is inland, reminds one of 
Manhattan, Brooklyn, and the Jersey munici- 
palities. Here I have had consultations with 
Mr. Walter Elliott, our sub-Agent from Chang- 
sha, and together with Dr. Hykes we laid out 
plans for the Centennial in this far-away sec- 
tion of our great field. Bishop Roots and his 
lady made us all most welcome at their hos- 
pitable home and the table talk was most in- 
teresting. 

Across the river at Wu-chang, Dr. Jackson, 
the president of Boone College, a great foun- 
dation of the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
an Englishman who used to be a clergyman 
in New York, gathered us about his table for

The outstanding loss in 1915, both in the 
month of April and in the four months, Janu- 
ary to April, is under ‘‘ Legacies,’’ which are 
always variable, and are $16,210 less this 
April than in April, 1914. There is, however,

a serious loss from churches, which have give 
almost $4,000 less in April, 1915, than in April 
1914; and show a total of only $8,163 in 1915 
as against $12,136 in 1914. 
There is encouragement in the gifts from 
Auxiliaries and individuals, which both exceed 
the corresponding items for April, 1914, an¢ 
together total $4,918 more in April, 1915, than 
ayear ago; almost three times as much. But 
even under these heads, the totals for the four 
months, January to April, 1915, are $4,495 less 
than for January to April, 1914. The receipts 
for 1914 were a decrease on preceding years, 
and led to a serious curtailment of appropria- 
tions. The prospect for 1915, therefore, ‘s 
doubly serious. ; 
In the face of these seen aa receipts we 
may draw encouragement from the results of 
last year’s business. The receipts from sales 
went up from $142,800 to $184,400 during th 
nine months, April 1 to December 31, 191: 
This was an advance of thirty per cent.

‘the fathers and founders and officers of the 
ociety. 
’ The following notes give an account of those 
hose pictures thus preserve the flavor of by- 
one days. Wecan only find room this month 
ot half of them; the rest will be given next 
onth. 


Elias Boudinot, LL.D., President, 1816-1821 


'Dr. Boudinot came from Huguenot stock. 
iis mother was a Welsh woman. He was a 
srsonal friend of General Washington, and 
sas appointed by him Commissary of Prison- 
rs in 1777. He was elected to Congress in 
ne same year and was again sent to Congress 
1 1781 and in 1789. In 1782 he was Presi- 
ent of Congress and was honored because as 
‘resident in 1783 he signed the Treaty with 
‘reat Britain which ended the Revolutionary 
Var. It was through his persistent and pas- 
ionate desire to put the Bible into the hands 
f all the people that Dr. Boudinot was led to 
ress for the organization of the American 
sible Society. When he died in 1821 the 
3oard of Managers put on record that “the 
10onument in his honor more durable than 
itass is the American Bible Society. 

‘here will be thousands on thousands in suc- 
essive ages blessing his memory and bless- 
ng God on his account, while they witness 
he usefulness, or experience the benefits of 
he National Institution.’? Dr. Boudinot’s 
ommodious residence in Burlington, N. J., is 
till standing. fer 


John Jay, LL.D,, President, 1821-1828 


Mr. Jay was of Huguenot descent and his 
10ther being a daughter of Jacobus Van 
‘ortlandt, two choice strains of blood met in 
is veins. He was an intimate friend of Gen- 
ral Washington, and may very properly be 
alled one of the founders of the Republic. 
.s creator and molder of public opinion dur- 
1g the Revolution, and as a patriot and 
tatesman, he is often classed as next to Gen- 
ral Washington. He was President of Con- 
tess, which sent him to Europe in 1782, to 
uke part in negotiating the treaty with Great 
ritain at the end of the Revolutionary War. 
in his return he was appointed Chief Justice 
f the United States by General Washington, 
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and although he withdrew from that office 
before long, during twenty-eight years he 
served his country in many notable emergen- 
cies, and his state as Chief Justice and Gov- 
ernor. His religious feelings were deep; the 
Bible he constantly studied. <A statue of Mr. 
Jay adorns the front of the Chamber of Com- 
merce in New York. 


Richard Varick, President, 1828-1831 


Col. Richard Varick was of Holland stock. 
Like his two predecessors in the Presidential 
office, he was an intimate friend of General 
Washington, being a member of Washington’s 
military family. He knew the hard discipline 
of the battlefield. After the return of peace 
he was Mayor of New York City (1787) and 
some years later he passed through the great 
religious experience of his life and joined the 
Reformed Dutch Church. He was the Treas- 
urer of the American Bible Society from 1816 
to 1820; a man of large heart, great business 
ability, and hearty devotion to the advance- 
ment of piety. Varick Street, New York 
City, is named after him. 


John Cotton Smith, President 


Born at Sharon, Conn., February 8, 1765; 
died there in December, 1845. He was a de- 
scendant of Increase Mather, and his father 
was Congregational pastor at Sharon during 
fifty years. Mr. Smith was of fine personal 
appearance, of graceful manners, eloquent in 
speech, strict in morals and strong in charac- 
ter, yet broad and statesmanlike in his views. 
He was a member of the Connecticut Legis- 
lature and of Congress. He also served as 
Judge of the Connecticut Supreme Court. In 
1810 he was Lieutenant-Governor, and in 
1813-18 was Governor of the State of Con- 
necticut. He was the first President of the 
Connecticut Bible Society, and one of the 
Vice-Presidents of the American Bible Soci- 
ety elected at its organization in 1816. He 
was President of the American Board of Com- 
missioners for Foreign Missions from 1826 to 
1841 and President of the American Bible So- 
ciety from 1831 until his death in 1845. 


Theodore Frelinghuysen, LL.D., President, 
1846-1862 
Born at Millstone, N. J., March 28, 1788. 
Died at New Brunswick, April 12, 1862. He 
commanded a company of volunteers in the 
War of 1812; was Attorney-General of New 
Jersey from 1817 to 1829; United States Sen- 
ator, 1829: Chancellor of New York Univer- 
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sity 1838. In 1844, when Henry Clay was 
nominated for the Presidency of the United 
States, Dr. Frelinghuysen was nominated for 
Vice-President. This ticket, however, was 
defeated in the election. When the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Frelinghuysen as Vice-President 
was under discussion a leading politician op- 
posed it, saying, ‘‘Mr. Frelinghuysen will 
never do; he is too much mixed up with that 
Bible Society.’’ It was true that he was 
heartily a friend and supporter of the Society, 
during fifteen years a Vice-President, and 
elected its President in 1846, continuing in 
office until his death in 1862. In 1850 he was 
appointed President of Rutgers College, at 
New Brunswick, N. J. 


Luther Bradish, LL.D., President, 1862-1863 


President Bradish was born in Cumming- 
ton, Mass.,in 1783 and died at Newport, R. I., 
in August, 1863. He was a graduate of Wil- 
liams College andadevoted Episcopalian. In 
1820 he was sent by the United States Gov- 
ernment ona ship of war to the Levant, to 
study possibilities of trade and the question 
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of opening diplomatic relations with the Em- 
pire of Turkey. From 1827 to 1838 Mrs 
Bradish was, at different times, a member of 
the New York Legislature; in his last term 
he was speaker of the Assembly. He was a 
great parliamentarian, skilful in securing dis- 
patch of business. 


James Lenox, President 


Born in New York City in 1800, he died 
there in 1880. Mr. Lenox became a member, 
of the Board of Managers in 1837, after mod- 
estly protesting that he doubted his fitness to 
take this responsibility, and was elected Vice- 
President in 1852. He was a philanthropist 
of that small class who “‘do good by stealth 
and blush to findit fame.’’ Mr. Lenox studied 
law, but never practiced the profession. The 
absorbing passion of his life was the collec- 
tion of rare books. Onthe death of President 
Luther Bradish, in 1864, Mr. Lenox was elec- 
ted President of the Society. He resignedin 
1871 in order to give closer attention to sev- 
eral other beneficent schemes which he had 
conceived.

The New Report ‘ 


HE Ninety-ninth Annual Report of the 

Board of Managers was presented to the 
Ninety-ninth Annual Meeting of the Society 
as reported elsewhere in our columns. We 
give the following extracts from it. 

The year 1914 will live in history as the 
year when the great European war, long 
dreaded, became a stern reality. Its shadow 
fell upon the world on August Ist; and the 
end is not yet. 

Its effect upon religious work has been a 
double one. It has completely paralyzed, or 
greatly hindered missionary operations in va- 
rious parts of the world and, on the other 
hand, there are signs of promise in the quick- 
ening of the heart and conscience of the world, 
and men and nations seem more willing to 
hear God, Himself, speak. 

Under these extraordinary circumstances, 
the Bible Society, in common with its sister 
societies, has ground for deep thankfulness to 
God. Its movements have been restricted 
here and there, but on the whole, they have 
not been seriously diminished. 

In the Turkish Empire colportage has been 
greatly checked; though the work of making 
books has been carried forward muchas usual, 
and our Agent has been able to maintain his 
position in Constantinople, as will appear 
later in the report. The Society has contin- 


ued to co-operate with European Bible So- 
cieties especially in furnishing Bibles to the 
soldiers engaged in war. < 
In the Far East there has been less disturb- 
ance than might have been anticipated. On 
the whole, in spite of wars and rumors of 
wars, this fine art of peace—the circulation of 
the Scriptures—has gone forward without se- 
rious hindrance. The issues of the Society 
have again increased, both in the United States 
and in foreign lands, and there are many evi- 
dences of a quickened desire for the Bible 
throughout the world. : 
Issues 4 
Once more we report an advance in the So- 
ciety’s issues beyond anything in its history. 
The total issues for the year amount to 6,388,- 
717 volumes, an advance over the precedin 
year of 1,137,541 volumes; and yet last year 
we reported over the preceding year that, an 
advance of 1,201,566 volumes. The notable 
advance is in the issues of Scripture portions, 
particularly in the Foreign field. Reflection 
upon this fact will emphasize the evangelizing 
activities of this Society. The whole number 
of issues is made up of 349,725 Bibles, 728,832 
New Testaments, and 5,310,160 portions; 
2,416,418 volumes were sent out from the 
Bible House in New York, or 89,028 more 
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aan the preceding year; 3,972,299 volumes 
vere issued by the Society’s Agents abroad, 

n advance of 1,048,513 volumes. This in- 
rease is largely in the Far Eastern lands. 
tven this record of the year is incomplete, 
cor there are certain parts of the Foreign 
eld from which we have not been able to 
eeceive the customary report. It is gratify- 
mg to approach the Society’s Centennial 
with the record of such an abundant seed- 
sowing.

Circulation 


How have these Scriptures been distribu- 
ted among the peoples of the earth? Some 
of this distribution has been accomplished 
through the ordinary forms of trade, though 
without any commercial profit to the Society, 
which always aims to circulate its Scriptures 
at cost or below the cost of their production. 
In the United States, Auxiliary and other 
Bible Societies, Home Missionary Societies, 
churches, Sunday Schools, and Young Peo- 
ple’s organizations all have co-operated; but 
the principal distribution has been accom- 
plished by the colporteurs and correspondents 
working under the direction of the Agency 
Secretaries of the nine Home Agencies of the 
Society. These colporteurs traverse the 
length and breadth of the Republic, many of 
them speak the foreign languages of the new- 
comers to the nation and welcome these new 
citizens to the best things America can offer. 
The work in the rural regions and in the great 
cities is equally emphasized. 

Last year the circulation through the Home 
Agencies alone amounted to 1,065,642 vol- 
umes. In foreign lands the Society makes 
direct grants of funds and Scriptures to mis- 
sionary societies and other workers in certain 
fields in Europe, Africa and the Islands of the 
sea, but its principal work is carried on in its 
twelve Foreign Agencies. The unusual cir- 
culation of the year is in the Far East. In 
China the total reached 1,973,453 volumes, an 
advance over the previous year of 319,488 vol- 
umes; in Japan an advance of 352,698 vol- 
umes over the preceding year is reported; in 
Korea the increase was 281,814 volumes; in 
the Philippines there is an increase of 143,311 
volumes, and in Siam is reported an increase 
of 11,873, making a total increase of 1,109,184 
volumes in these Far Eastern fields. Even 
the Levant Agency, in spite of its difficulties, 


shows an advance in its circulation of 5,181 


volumes.

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Translation and Revision 


The Spanish Revision Committee has con- 
tinued its work steadily through the year and 
has made fair progress, but is still not at the 
goal of its labors. There have been some 
changes in the fersonnel of the Committee 
which, however, have not seriously interfered 
with its efficiency as a whole, and it is hoped 
that next year there may be not only a report 
of progress but of the conclusion of their la- 
bors so far at least as the New Testament is 
concerned. The Committee has left Puerto 
Santa Maria and is now sitting in Spain. 

An edition of the Gospel of St. Mark in the 
Luragoli language, made by the Rev. E. J. 
Rees of the Friends’ Africa Industrial Mis- 
sion in British East Africa, was published for 
this mission. Thisis one of the Bantu family 
of languages in the section known as North 
Kavirondo—the name of the section some- 
times being applied to the name of the lan- 
guage also. 

Brazil._—The year 1914 marks the comple- 
tion of the new translation of the entire Bible 
into the Portuguese language. Begunin 1903, 
it has been carried on by co-operation of the 
British and American Bible Societies, and 
missionaries in South America. The transla- 
tion of the New Testament was published in 
1910, and has stood thus far the test of use ; 
being considered by many the most accurate 
and desirable in the Portuguese language. Of 
several who did valued work, the Rev. W.C. 
Brown, D.D., was chiefly instrumental in 
bringing the work on the Old Testament to a 
conclusion, insisting on remaining in Brazil 
to complete the last revision and tentative 
printing, before he returned to be consecrated 
Bishop Coadjutor of Virginia. 

The Portuguese language, especially in 
Brazil, is in a state of transition and develop- 
ment, and the new translation may, it is hoped, 
do something to aid in fixing a standard of 
usage. 

China.—The Wenli Union translation of the 
Old Testament has made good progress, being 
completed through the Psalms, with much 
work done on the remaining books. It is ex- 
pected that the work will be completed in 
1916. 

The Mandarin Union translation has been 
steadily prosecuted by the four missionary 
translators whose whole time is devoted to 
this work. ‘They were much aided by their 
The Old Testament up 
to Jeremiah has been completed by the Com- 
mittee, and much preliminary work on other 
books has been done by individual members. 

Philippine Islands.—The translation of the. 
Cebuan Old Testament is ready for the print- 
er; the translation of the Pampangan Old: 
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Testament is nearing completion; the New 
Testament is being translated into the Ifugao 
dialect, and work has begun on the translation 
into the Lanao Moro dialect. The need is 
urgently felt of translation in the Samareno 
dialect to complete the New Testament, and 
of at least a Gospel in the Gaddang and Su- 
bano dialects to aid the work being opened 
among those peoples. 

Marshall Islands.—The Rev. C. W. Rife, 
M. D., has revised the Old and New Testa- 
ments in the language of the Marshall Islands, 
and this revision has been already printed. 

Zulu.—The Revised Zulu Version is still 
unfinished. The proof has been passing back 
and forth between South Africa and New York 
and this is a slow process. The printing of 
the New Testament will soon be begun. 
When this is done the printing of the Old 
Testament, which had been suspended, can be 
continued. Meanwhile there has been oppor- 
tunity for further revision of the Old Testa- 
ment in South Africa. 

Stam.—The missionaries in North China 
are endeavoring to complete the translation 
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of the Old Testament into Lao—the New 
Testament having been translated and several 
books of the Old Testament. Several books 
of the Siamese Version have been revised 
during the year. The Committee on the 
Siamese Bible have been revising the Book 
of Nehemiah in the Old Testament and Acts 
in the New and Mrs. McGilvary has com- 
pleted her revision of the Psalms in Lao. 
This indicates the activities of the Presbyte- 
rian missionaries in translation and revision 
work. 

Japan.—Continued progress marks the work 
of the Joint Committee on Revision, repre- 
senting the American Bible Society, the Brit- 
ish and Foreign Bible Society and the Na- 
tional Bible Society of Scotland, in Japan. 
The tentative work so far published has met 
with general approval. 

Levant.—Dr. Andrus, of Mardim, has con- 
tinued his work of transliterating from Arme- 
nian to Arabic characters the Kurdish Gos- 
pels. Dr. Hoskins has carried on toward 
completion his important work in the improve- 
ment of the Arabic text. 


World’s Bible Congress 


HE arrangements for the World’s Bible 
Congress are now well advanced, though 
there yet remains the final determination of 
one or two important speakers. Our readers 
will understand that in these days of uncertain 
travel, and confusion of all kinds, caused by 
the war, it is unusually difficult to settle such 
matters finally. As has already been an- 
nounced, however, we have secured accept- 
ance from a large majority of the speakers 
who have been invited. The four papers 
which will constitute a historical prologue are 
all arranged for except that dealing with the 
Latin Vulgate. The Rev. Dr. S. B. Rohold, 
of the Christian Synagogue (Presbyterian) 
of Toronto, Can., will speak on the Hebrew 
Bible as preserved by the Jewish Church; and 
we have pleasure, through the picture here- 
with presented, in introducing him to our 
readers as the first speaker. Dr. Rohold is 
President of the Hebrew Christian Alliance of 
the United States and Canada. 
We are now in correspondence with a Ro- 


man Catholic scholar of eminence in this - 


country who, it is hoped, will read a paper on 
the Latin Vulgate. A European scholar was 
first approached, but the war and its conse- 
quences, together with certain unusual per- 
sonal burdens, prevented his acceptance. As 
already announced, the Patriarch of Constan- 


tinople, representing the Greek Church, with 
the assistance of three of his principal Bish- 


ops will send a paper on the Greek Testa-- 


ment. We can hardly hope for his personal 
presence. The Rev. Dr. B. B. Warfield, of 
Princeton, N. J., will speak on “‘ The Bible the 
Book of Mankind.’’ 

After this preface, the Bible in Europe will 
be treated by such speakers as the Rev. Dr. 
Abraham Kuyper of the Netherlands, Prof. 
Giovanni Luzzi of Italy and, it is hoped, by a 
noted French theologian and scholar. A 
paper on the Turkish empire will be pre- 
sented by our own Agent, the Rev. Dr. Mar- 
cellus Bowen. 

Then another group of addresses and papers 
will present the Bible in China, Japan, Korea, 
Siam and India, thus exhibiting its power in 
the Far East. After that, South America will 
furnish the nucleus for a further group of ad- 
dresses by various scholars, Bible translators 
and distributers. 
Spanish Bible the Rev. Francisco Diez, a for- 
mer member of a Translating Committee, 
and a well-known Spanish scholar, and the 
Rev. Dr. John M. Kyle who will deal with 


the Portuguese Bible, together with the Rev. 


Dr. Charles W. Drees, now at work on the 
revision of the Spanish Bible in Madrid, 
Spain, and others.

A special paper will be given on Central 
America and the Panama Canal. This will 
‘bring us around again to our own country, 
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when Dr. Dwight, now engaged in writing the 
history of the Society, will give to the world 
a prelibation of his labors in the shape of a 
brief popular paper on the Bible in America. 
We hope, also, for papers on the Bible among 
the North American Indians and also among 
the Negroes. 

This will naturally bring the subject of our 
own Centennial to the front. It is not de- 
signed to make this a chief topic, but such a 
Congress would be incomplete without some 
reference to the fact that this is the hundredth 
year of the Society, which has been privileged 
by the Exposition authorities to conduct the 
Congress; and the subject of the Bible in the 
United States should naturally form the con- 
clusion of such a Congress. It is also hoped 
that brief messages will be received from the 
various Bible Societies of Europe. The Brit- 
ish and Foreign Bible Society has already 
agreed to send such a message. 

The Vice-Presidents of the Congress will 
consist of the Vice-Presidents of the American 
Bible Society and with them such persons as 
may be nominated by the representative So- 
cieties. 

This prospectus of the Congress, as already 
stated, is necessarily tentative and there are 
some acceptances yet to come, as we hope. 

No one knows what a day may bring forth, 
in America or in the world, that may interfere 
with our plans; but we have every reason to 
hope and expect that the Congress will be 
held, and that in addition to the speakers 
named other men of national reputation will 
open it with suitable addresses. 


Resolutions of the General’ Assembly of the Pres- 
byterian Church, U. S. A. 


: HE General Assembly of the Presbyterian 

Church in the United States of Ameri- 
ca (North), held its annual meeting at Roch- 
ester, N. Y., May 20—28, 1915. 

The work of the Bible Society was duly 
presented; this time in a two-fold way. The 
Committee on the Centennial of the Society 
which was appointed last year reported in due 
form and its proposals were approved. The 
report is as follows: 

_ “The General Assembly of 1914 appointed, 
at the request of the American Bible So- 
ciety, a Committee to co-operate with sim- 
ilar committees representing other relig- 
ious bodies and with the Society itself, in 
making the necessary preparations for the 


proper observance of its Centennial Anni- 
versary. 

‘“The Committee as appointed by the Mod- 
erator consists of Maitland Alexander, D.D., 
John Timothy Stone, D.D., John Henry Jow- 
ett, D.D., Generals John W. Foster and 
Ralph E. Prime. 

“The Committee respectfully reports, re- 
questing that it be continued with the same 
powers as granted by the Assembly of 1914. 
It further requests that the Assembly author- 
ize it to make preparation for the observance 
of this Centenaial by the Assembly of 1916, 
and that said Assemby be requested to assign 
one hour of time for exercises appropriate to 
this notable Anniversary.” 


; Dr. John Pox on behalf of the Society, was 
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then introduced by Dr. Alexander, who spoke 
with great warmth on the value of the Society 
and the necessity for all the churches under the 
care of the Assembly supporting it. Dr. Fox 
presented the cause of the Society and at the 
close of the address the following resolution 
was adopted: 


‘“The General Assembly congratulates the 
American Bible Society that its ninety- 
ninth year, just completed, shows issues far 
beyond anything in its history, making a total 
of 6,370,485 volumes. This brings the total 
circulation for ninety-nine years to 109,890,- 
356 volumes. The Assemby learns with re- 
gret that at the beginning of the one hundredth 
year it should be compelled, by a deficit in its 
receipts for the past year, to reduce its appro- 
priation for the coming year by twenty per 
cent. This meansa large reduction in the sup- 
ply of Bibles for the needy nations of man- 
kind. Surely this year of terrors is no time 
for a famine of Bibles. The world needs to 
be fed abundantly with the Bread of Life. 

The Assembly, therefore, earnestly urges 
all its ministers, elders and congregations to 
lay these facts to heart, to pray for the Soci- 
ety, and to increase the offerings of all our 
churches for this great and sacred cause.”’

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 
HE first stated meeting of the Board of 
Managers of the American Bible Society 
in its ninety-ninth year was held at the Bible 
House, Astor Place, New York, at 3.30 p. m., 
Thursday, May 6, 1915, President James Wood 
in the chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by 
the Rev. W. F. Riggs, D.D., who read the 
twelfth chapter of Isaiah, after which he of- 
fered prayer. 

Letters of acceptance of the office of Vice- 
President of the American Bible Society, to 
which they were duly elected at a meeting of 
the Board, April 1,1915, were presented from 
_the Hon. Charles E. Hughes, Washington, 
D. C., the Hon. H. H. Seldomridge, Colorado 
Springs, Colorado, and Mr. John R. Mott, 
LL.D., New York City. A letter was read 
from the Hon. Seth Low, regretting his ina- 
bility to accept the appointment as Vice-Presi- 
dent, owing to pressure of other duties. 

In accordance with the recommendation of 
the Committee on General Reference, the Hon. 
Charles W. Fairbanks of Indiana, and Capt. 
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Robert Dollar of California, were unanimously 
elected as Vice-Presidents of the Society. 

Mr. Henry A. Ingraham, who was elected a 
Manager of the Board, April 1, 1915, being pres- 
ent, was welcomed by the President, and intro- 
duced to the other members of the Board. 

In view of the decrease in the income of the 
Society, the Board approved the recommenda- 
tion of the Special Committee on Appropria- 
tions for 1915, to the effect that the budget 
of last year be reduced by $70,000. 

In response to the request of the President, 
Dr. Haven, who returned to New York, April 
19, 1915, addressed the Board regarding his 
world-tour in the interest of the Centennial and 
the Society’s workinthe Far East. Dr. Haven 
briefly described his travels and gave an inter- 
esting account of his visits to Far-Eastern 
Agencies; pointed out the unprecedented op- 
portunities that exist for widely extending the 
work of the Society in Asia, and laid emphasis 
upon the importance of the erection of Bible 
Houses in many of the Agencies. 

Reports received from the Philippines, Ja- 
pan, La Plata, Korea, Levant and West In- 
dian Agencies, indicated a large increase in 
the circulation of the Scriptures throughout — 
most of these Agencies during the year past, 
and described an encouraging outlook for the 
coming year. 

The Committee on Auxiliaries and Home 
Agencies reported that the arrangements for 
the World’s Bible Congress in San Francisco, ~ 
August 1-4, were now substantially complete, ~ 
and that many eminent men were preparing 
papers for presentation at the Congress. 

The Board approved the recommendation of 
the Committee on Auxiliaries and Home Agen- 
cies, that a Secretaries’ Conference be held this 
year at such time and place as may be consid- 
ered best. [Said Conference has been called 
to meet at San Francisco, August 5-8. ] 

The Ninety-ninth Annual Report of the 
Board of Managers, was presented and unani- 
mously adopted. : 

The Board approved the action of the Cen- 
tennial sub-Committee, appointing the Rev. 
Lewis Birge Chamberlain, a former mission- > 
ary in India, of the Reformed Church in 
America, who joined duty April 16, 1915, as 
Assistant Corresponding Secretary of the 
American Bible Society, to aid in the devel-— 
opment of the plans for celebrating the Soci- 
ety’s Centenary in 1916. j 

_ The Secretaries reported the following con- 
Signments through the Society’s Foreign 
Agencies during April, 1915: To Brazil, 8,300. 
volumes, valued at $1,376.60; to Korea, 27 
volumes, valued at .96; to La Plata, 6,325 
volumes, valued at $1,586.05; to Mexico, 
12,672 volumes, valued at $824.81; to the 
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|Philippines, 1,776 volumes, valued at $532.83; 
ito the West Indies, 300 volumes, valued at 
$97.90. Total, 29,400 volumes, valued at 
$4.419.15. 

Issues from the Bible House during the 
‘month of April were 179,832 volumes. 


NINETY-NINTH ANNUAL MEETING

Bible House on Thursday, May 13, 1915, at 
3:30 o’clock p.m., pursuant to adjournment. 

The chair was occupied by President James 
Wood.

N. J., and the Rev. A. W.Sonne, of Fleming- 
ton, N. J.,.members of the Hunterdon County 
(N. J.) Bible Society, together with the Rev. 
William H. Tower, Secretary of the Eastern 
Agency. 

There were also present, Churchill H. Cut- 
ting, John R. Taber, Edgar McDonald, Charles 
D. Leverich, Henry A. Ingraham, Silas B. 
Brownell, C. Edgar Anderson, William Phil- 
lips Hall, Lewis D. Mason, M.D. 

Regrets for absence were received from 
Drs. M. E. Gates, Washington, D. C., John 
R. Mott, New York City, J. W. Pearsall, and 
the Rev. Henry E. Cobb, 

Devotional exercises were conducted by 
William Phillips Hail, who read the Forty- 
sixth Psalm, after which he offered prayer. 

The ninety-ninth annual report of the Board 
of Managers for the year ended was presented 
by Dr. Haven. 

On motion of Churchill H. Cutting, it was 

Resolved, That the report which has just 
been read be printed and circulated under 
the direction of the Board of Managers. 

In view of the vacancies in the Board of 
Managers, mentioned in the report, a commit- 
tee composed of Messrs. Cutting, Taber, the 
Rev. J. H. E. Schultz, and Dr. Fox, was ap- 
pointed to nominate suitable persons to fill 
the vacancies. 

Treasurer William Foulke presented, with 
the certificate of the Auditing Committee, a 

‘report of receipts and expenditures for the 
year just closed. 

On motion of William P. Hall, it was 

Resolved, That the financial report just read 
be accepted and printed in the Annual Report, 
after making such revision as may be found 
necessary. 

On motion of S. B. Brownell, it was 

Resolved, That when the Society adjourns, 
it do so to meet upon the second Thursday in 

May, 1916, at 3:30 p. m. ; 
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President Wood gave an interesting ac- 
count of his visit to the Panama Canal, in 
March last, pointed out the importance of de- 
veloping Bible work in the Canal Zone, and 
stated that a site for a Bible House had been 
granted by Governor Goethals. Also, that 
arrangements would be made for the erection, 
at an early date, of a Bible House at Cristo- 
bal, in accordance with the action of the Board 
of Managers. 

The Rev. A. W. Sonne, of the Hunterdon 
County (N.J.) Bible Society, spoke of the ac- 
tivities of that Society, and expressed hearty 
appreciation of the assistance received last 
year by one of the colporteurs of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society. 

The Committee appointed to nominate 
Managers to fill the places of those whose 
term of office has expired, reported recom- 
mending that the following persons be elected, 
and they were elected, by ballot, Managers 
for the four years ending May, 1919: George 
D. Beattys, Frederick S. Duncan, Arlando 
Marine, Silas B. Brownell, Franklin S. Ed- 
monds, and Charles Unangst. 

The committee further recommended that 
the filling of other vacancies in the Board be 
referred to the Board of Managers, with pow- 
er. This recommendation was adopted. 

On motion of C. Edgar Anderson, it was 


Resolved, That the Board of Managers as 
now constituted be directed to meet at the 
Bible House on the first Thursday in June for 
the purpose of organizing for the coming year 
and for the transaction of such other business 
as may be presented. 

The minutes were read and approved and 
the Society adjourned, to meet on the second 
Thursday in May, 1916.
